Diſcharging the Exportation of Vidal. 


;FILLIAM and MAKPT by the Grace of GOD, King 
JF and Queen of Great Britain, Frarce and Ireland, Defenders 
&&= of the Faith, To 
4 = Macers of Our Privy Council, 
AS Meſſengers at Arms, Our Sheriffs in that part, conjun&ly and 
ſeverally, ſpecially conſtitute, Greeting - [ oraſmuch, as by the Twelfth 
AR of the Third Sefsion of the Firſt Parliament of King Charles the Sccond, 
Intituled, 4& for encouragement of Tillage and Paſlurage ; It is exprelly pro- 
vided, that when the Lords of Our Privy Council ſhall judge it neceflar, 
for the good of this Our Ancient Kingdom, and preventing of Dearth, 
they may diſcharge the Exportation of Victual of all ſorts, for ſo long time 
as they ſhall think expedient. And We, and the Lords of Our Privy 
Council confidering, That by the laying up of Afeal in the Stores of Our 
Caſtles of Edinburgh,Striviling, and Dumbartous, and the providing of Mas 
oazines for the uſe of Our Forces, which are now in the Fields, there may 
be Fears and Apprehenſions of a Dearth and Scarcety of Vigual: And 
W- being informed, that there 1s plenty of Victual, and all other Provi- 
fions neceſſary for the uſe of Our Forces within Our Kingdom of Ireland. 
Therefore We, with Advice and Conſent of Our Privy Council, Do here- 
by Prohibite and Diſcharge the Exportationof any Meal, Oats and Peaſc 
for Sale from this Kingdom to any Kingdom, Port, or Place whatſomever, 
during Our Royal Pleaſure,under the pain of Confiſcation of the Ships,and 
whole Goods and Gear belonging to the Maſters thereof, and Merchants, 
Tranſportersof the ſaidViQual,and the ropriormen of theirPerſons during 
Our Pleaſure , conform to the 55 4G, Parl. x1. King Ja. 6, And We 
Command all Our ColleQors,Surveyers, Waiters and others, to make all dili- 
gent Search,that noViQual be Shipped Aboard any Ship or Bark,tobetran(- 
ported forth of this Kingdom,more than is neceſſary for theVieualing there- 
of,under all higheſt pains; and to ſeize, and cauſe ſeize upon the famine, to be 
Confiſcat in manner foreſaid: And We require all Magiſtrats of Our Purghs- 
Ruyal,Sheriffs of our Shires,andJuſtices of Peace,to give all due Concurence 
for preventing the Export of Mea!,Oats, and Peaſe,in manner above-mentio- 
ned. And Ordains theſe preſents to be Priuted, and Publiſhed at the Mercat 
Croſs of Edinburgh, and other places needful, that none may pretend Ige 
NOTAnCce.
